SYNOPSIS 


On September 2, 2019, Internal Affairs Bureau (IAB) investigators Sergeants 

Christopher Oakley, and Lieutenant Grall responded to the City 
of Commerce regarding_an on-duty (non-hit) shooting involving Deputies Carbajal 
and Willison. Sergeant EE vas assigned the administrative review of the 
incident. 


IAB Note: Sergeant ransferred work assignments, and 
the case was assigned to IAB Sergeant Morey. 


Lieutenant Grall ensured that the Watch Commander, Lieutenant Geoffrey 
Chadwick, GO à | took reasonable steps to ensure that the involved 
employees and witnesses did not discuss the incident among themselves or with 
uninvolved persons prior to being interviewed by the assigned investigators. 
Lieutenant Grall verified with Lieutenant Chadwick that the involved employees 
or witness employees did not collectively consult with their attorney or 
representative. Lieutenant Grall also verified the personnel gathered in the 
company of a supervisor until they provided a statement to the assigned 
investigators. 


The incident was investigated by the Los Angeles County Sheriffs Department 
East Los Angeles Station, Detectives Andrew Morrell and Juan Castellanos. The 
investigation included a criminal report, along with multiple supplemental reports 
documenting the details of the incident. The result of their investigation was 
documented under uniform reporting number (URN) 019-12267-0241-057 
[Exhibit A]. Additionally, several criminal vandalism reports were prepared 
under the following URN numbers 919-12265-0241-263, 919-12266-0284-261, 
919-12268-0283-263, 919-12274-0241-261, and 919-12288-0284-263 [Refer to 
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Miscellaneous Documents]. 
SUMMARY 


On September 2, 2019, between 0030 hours and 0200 hours, East Los Angeles 
Station received multiple vandalism calls for service. As the calls for service 
were generated by the East Los Angeles Station dispatch, it was determined the 
incidents were likely caused by the same suspect(s). 


The location of the calls for service were: 
ELA19245-0016), 
ELA19245-0024). 


IAB Note: All calls were within a one-mile radius of each other. 


The calls for service indicated a suspect vehicle traveled through the area and 
smashed the windows of vehicles parked on the street. The suspect's vehicle 
was described as possibly a blue Volkswagen Beetle. 


East Los Angeles Station patrol units converged in the general area where the 
vandalism calls occurred. East Los Angeles Station patrol units requested Aero 
Bureau to assist in locating the suspect's vehicle. 


The Aero Bureau, Air-24, arrived a short time later and began to orbit around the 
area. As Air-24 searched for the suspect's vehicle, East Los Angeles Station 
dispatch conveyed, over their L-TAC radio channel, the possible suspect vehicle 
was last seen driving on Noakes Street. Air-24 located a vehicle that matched 
the description of the suspect's vehicle and advised responding units the vehicle 
was traveling eastbound on Noakes Street from Eastern Avenue. 


IAB Note: L-TAC is the local tactical coordination channel for field 
operations and is used for direct communication 
between deputies. 


As Air-24 personnel completed their radio transmission, Deputies Carbajal 
(Driver-Involved Employee) and Willison (Passenger-Witness Employee), Unit 
24/E, advised they drove southbound Sydney Drive and approached Noakes 
Street toward the direction of the suspect's vehicle. Unit 24/E communicated 
their patrol vehicle rooftop number #342 to Air-24, and requested the air unit 
direct them to the suspect's vehicle. 


IAB Note: Sydney Drive is a narrow two way, residential street. On 
the night of the incident, cars were parked along the 
curb line on both sides of the street. 


As Deputies Carbajal and Willison drove southbound on Sydney Drive, a vehicle 
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that matched the description of the suspect's vehicle, made a northbound turn 
onto Sydney Drive. The suspect vehicle drove toward the patrol vehicle head on. 
The deputies immediately recognized the vehicle as the suspect's vehicle. 


Deputy Carbajal activated the front facing emergency lights on the patrol vehicle 
as the suspect vehicle approached. The suspect vehicle immediately stopped 
approximately ten yards from the front of their patrol vehicle. Simultaneously, 
both deputies exited the patrol vehicle, and requested emergency clearance over 
the duplex patch as they attempted to detain the suspects at gunpoint. 


IAB Note: The duplex patch is activated to broadcast immediate 
and emergent radio traffic, allowing responding deputy 
personnel and the Sheriff's Communication Center to 
directly communicate with one another. 


Unexpectedly and without provocation, the suspect's vehicle accelerated 
northbound toward the passenger side of the patrol vehicle. The suspect's 
vehicle collided with the passenger side of the patrol vehicle, and pinned Deputy 
Willison within the doorframe (A-frame) of the patrol vehicle. Deputy Willison 
began to scream due to the excruciating pain. 


IAB Note: The “A” frame area is located between the door and the 
open passenger compartment. It is where the 
doorframe, front fender frame, and the engine frame 
joins. 


Deputy Carbajal moved toward the rear of the patrol vehicle to render aid to his 
partner. As he approached the rear passenger trunk area of his patrol vehicle, 
Deputy Carbajal did not see Deputy Willison. He believed Deputy Willison was 
dragged under the engine compartment of the suspect's vehicle. In fear Deputy 
Willison would be severely injured or killed, Deputy Carbajal fired six rounds from 
his duty weapon toward the driver's side of the suspect's vehicle. He fired 
toward the vehicle in an attempt to stop the driver and disable the forward 
movement of the suspect's vehicle. 


The suspect's vehicle continued northbound Sydney Drive. Deputy Carbajal ran 
toward the front passenger side of the patrol vehicle to check on his partner. 
Deputy Carbajal saw Deputy Willison in a kneeled position on the ground, as he 
held his right arm. As deputies Carbajal and Willison gained their composure 
after the shooting, they both heard East Los Angeles units broadcast they were 
in a pursuit. After Deputies Carbajal, Willison heard the broadcast, they 
immediately recognized the vehicle described in the pursuit as the vehicle they 
were just involved with. Deputy Willison immediately broadcasted a deputy 
involved shooting occurred, and provided a suspect vehicle description and 
direction of travel. 
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Within seconds, Deputies Lezama and Martinez, Unit 25/E, Deputies Mendoza 
and Magdaleno, Unit 21/E, Deputy Kim, Unit 27H/E, and Deputy Magallanes, 
Unit 27T/E, located the suspect vehicle as it drove recklessly at a high rate of 
speed, northbound from Sydney Drive. The deputies initiated a vehicle pursuit 
that traversed through multiple freeways within the area. 


At the onset of the pursuit, Sergeant Lavoie, Unit 20S/E, acknowledged the 
pursuit on the radio and advised he would respond Code-3 from Atlantic 
Boulevard on-ramp and Interstate 5 Freeway. 


IAB Note: “Code 3” is radio code to respond to an emergency with 
lights and siren. 


Sergeant Lavoie continually monitored the pursuit; subsequently, joined the 
pursuit as it transitioned from the southbound Interstate 605 Freeway to 
westbound Interstate 105 Freeway. 


The pursuit eventually ended when the suspect's vehicle collided into the center 
divider on Interstate 710 Freeway, just south of Firestone Boulevard. The pursuit 
lasted approximately ten minutes, and traveled approximately fifteen miles. 
Sergeant Lavoie was present at the terminus of the pursuit, and continued to 
monitor the post pursuit tactics. The deputies involved in the pursuit, along with 
assisting units, developed a tactical plan, employed post-pursuit discipline and 
tactics, which resulted with no additional force used at the end of the pursuit.

Suspect Gustavo Uribe was the driver of the suspect vehicle and was not injured 
because of the Deputy Involved Shooting. Suspect Gustavo suffered several 
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superficial scratches on his right arm and a one-inch laceration and abrasion on 
his right shin, which was the result of his involvement in the traffic collision. 
Suspect Gustavo Uribe was medically treated in the field by the Los Angeles 
County Fire Department. The suspect was later transported to East Los Angeles 
Hospital for further treatment to be medically cleared for booking. 


Suspect Jason Uribe 


Suspect Jason Uribe was the front passenger of the suspect vehicle and was not 
injured because of the Deputy Involved Shooting. Suspect Jason Uribe suffered 
bruising on both of his arms, bruising under his left pectoral muscle and a half- 
inch scratch on his right shoulder area. Suspect Jason Uribe also suffered an 
approximate eighteen-inch laceration from his right arm pit area to his lower torso 
and stomach area. Additionally, Suspect Jason Uribe complained of pain to his 
left knee, which was swollen and bruised. Suspect Jason Uribe’s injuries were a 
result of his involvement in the traffic collision. Suspect Jason Uribe was 
medically treated in the field by the Los Angeles County Fire Department. The 
suspect was later transported to East Los Angeles Hospital for further treatment 
to be medically cleared for booking. 


WITNESS EMPLOYEE INJURY 


Deputy Willison complained of pain to his right wrist and forearm, which he 
received due to being pinned against the patrol vehicle door. Witness Deputy 
Willison's right wrist and forearm were swollen and bruised. He also suffered a 
half-inch laceration near his mid-forearm. Deputy Willison complained of pain to 
his left shoulder, which was a result of it being pinned against the actual frame of 
the patrol vehicle. Deputy Willison was medically treated in the field by the Los 
Angeles County Fire Department and subsequently transported to LAC+USC 
Medical Center for further medical treatment. 


PHYSICAL EVIDENCE 


Forensic Identification Specialists Ryan Parker and Mira Amin, along with Senior 
Criminalists Flynn Lamas and Stephanie Sandoval from Scientific Services 
Bureau Crime Laboratory, collected physical evidence. For descriptions of the 
evidence collected and where it was located, see the Crime Scene Investigation 
Reports [Exhibit C]. 


INVESTIGATOR’S OBSERVATIONS 
The scene was described in detail in the Crime Scene Investigation Report by 
Forensic Identification Specialist Ryan Parker. The description of the scene was 


consistent with IAB investigators’ observations. The crime scene, traffic collision 
scene, and the suspect vehicle were photographed [Exhibit D] 
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WEAPON USED BY DEPUTY LUIS CARBAJAL 


Deputy Carbajal fired six rounds of Department issued 9mm ammunition from his 
Department issued Berretta 92 FS, 9mm pistol. The firearm was booked into 
evidence by Forensic Identification Specialist Jordan Swartz of the Scientific 
Services Firearms Identification Section. The firearm was examined by Senior 
Criminalist Amanda Davis of the Scientific Services Firearms Identification 
Section, and found to be functional [Exhibit C, pages 13-14]. Six expended 
9mm casings were recovered at the scene by Forensic Identification Specialist 
Ryan Parker.

WEAPON USED BY SUSPECTS 
2001, Volkswagen, Beetle, two-door, blue, California license plate GO O O 
PROPERTY DAMAGE 


The suspect's vehicle, a blue 2001 Volkswagen Beetle, California license plate 
a] sustained extensive body damage due to the traffic collision at the 
terminus of the vehicle pursuit. See CHP 555 report for further [Exhibit B]. 


Several bullet strikes were located on the exterior and interior of the vehicle. 
One bullet strike was located on the exterior rear quarter panel, directly behind 
the passenger side door. A secondary bullet strike was located in the interior 
trim of the driver side “A” frame. A third bullet strike was located in the center of 
the dashboard. One expended bullet was located on the right rear floorboard. 
No other expended bullets were recovered. Forensic Identification Specialist 
Flynn Lamas collected the expended bullet as evidence and photographed the 
damaged suspect vehicle [Exhibit C, pages 7-8]. 


The Los Angeles County Sheriff's Department patrol vehicle, 2009 Ford Crown 
Victoria, with California license plate #1335602, vehicle number SD7342, 
sustained damage to the front passenger side door when the suspect vehicle 
collided into the door and Deputy Willison. The damage entailed a slight dent, 
along with black, brown, and blue scuff marks, which were all consistent with 
paint transfer. A sample of the area was retrieved for paint transfer analysis. 
Senior Criminalist Stephanie Sandoval collected the paint transfer sample as 
evidence and photographed the damaged patrol vehicle [Exhibit C, pages 9-10]. 


CRIMINAL INVESTIGATION/CHARGES FILED 
The criminal investigation was handled by Detectives Andrew Morrell and Juan 


Castellanos of the Los Angeles County Sheriff Department's East Los Angeles 
Station. 
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On September 4, 2019, the case was presented to the Los Angeles County 
District Attorney's Office under case #BA480860. Suspect Gustavo Uribe (driver) 
was charged with one felony count of Assault with a Deadly Weapon on a Peace 
Officer, 245(c) PC, one felony count of Evading a Peace Officer 2800.2(a) CVC, 
and one felony count of Hit and Run 20001(b)(1) CVC. On December 20, 2019, 
Suspect Gustavo Uribe plead Nolo Contendere to one felony count of Evading a 
Peace Officer 2800.2(a) CVC, resulting in 16 months in state prison. Suspect 
Gustavo Uribe also plead Nolo Contendere to one misdemeanor count of Assault 
with a Deadly Weapon 245(a) 4 PC, resulting in formal probation. For further, 
refer to the Superior Court of California, County of Los Angeles Minute Order, 
court cast number, BA480860 [Exhibit F]. 


The Los Angeles County District Attorney's Office declined to file charges against 
Suspect Jason Uribe due to Insufficient Evidence. 


LIGHTING AND WEATHER CONDITIONS 


The shooting occurred during the night at 0206 hours. The weather was clear 
and warm.

The following narratives are intended as only a synopsis of the interviews which 
have been paraphrased for clarification purposes. Additional information and 


precise wording may be obtained by reviewing the digitally audio recorded 
interviews and verbatim transcripts. 


INVOLVED EMPLOYEE DEPUTY CARBAJAL STATEMENT 

Internal Affairs Bureau Round Count 

On September 2, 2019, IAB investigators, Sergeants {end Oakley 
conducted a round count of Deputy Carbajal’s firearm, Beretta 92FS, serial 


number BERA. at East Los Angeles Station. The firearm contained a 
total of nine rounds in the magazine and one in the chamber. 
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On September 10, 2019, ours, Deputy Carbajal was interviewed by IAB 
investigators, Soroan A: nc Oakley. The interview was conducted at 

the IAB office. Representing Deputy Carbajal during the interview was Attorney 

Susan Jerich from the law firm of Rains Lucia Stern St. Phalle & Silver, P.C. 


On September 2, 2019, Deputy Carbajal drove as he worked a two-person patrol 
car with Deputy Willison, Unit 24/E. Deputy Carbajal stated, at approximately 
0200 hours, he drove toward iiS outh Kern Avenue, Los Angeles, regarding a 
vandalism call for service. While driving toward the area, East Los Angeles 
Station dispatcher provided updates over the radio (L-TAC). The dispatcher 
provided a possible route of travel of the suspect vehicle. As the station 
dispatcher received updates, they directed units to check the area of Triggs 
Street and Eastern Avenue (Deputy Carbajal’s IAB transcripts pages 13-14). 
At that time, Air-24 was orbiting the area. 


Air-24 updated over the radio the suspect's vehicle was east Noakes Street. 
Deputy Carbajal drove east on Triggs Street and then south on Sydney Drive. 
As Deputy Carbajal drove south Sydney Drive, he saw a vehicle make an abrupt 
northbound turn onto Sydney Drive. Based on the dim lights on Sydney Drive, 
Deputy Carbajal directed Air-24 to guide and direct them toward the vehicle. As 
they continued southbound Sydney Drive, they recognized the vehicle driving 
northbound Sydney Drive as the suspect's vehicle. When he activated the 
emergency lights on their patrol vehicle, he and Deputy Willison exited the 
vehicle and attempted to detain the suspect vehicle at gunpoint. The suspect 
vehicle was stopped approximately ten yards in front of their patrol vehicle 
(Deputy Carbajal’s ELA-DB transcripts page 8). 


They ordered the suspects to show their hands multiple times. Simultaneously, 
the vehicle began to drive toward the passenger side of the patrol vehicle 
(Deputy Carbajal’s IAB transcripts pages 24-30). As Deputy Carbajal visually 
followed the path of the vehicle, he heard the suspect’s vehicle collide with his 
patrol vehicle. Deputy Carbajal lost sight of Deputy Willison. He heard a loud 
scream coming from Deputy Willison’s side of the vehicle as he heard the 
crushing sound of the suspect's vehicle colliding with their vehicle. Deputy 
Carbajal couldn't hear his partner anymore, nor could he see him (Deputy 
Carbajal’s IAB transcripts page 32). Deputy Carbajal quickly moved to the 
rear trunk area of the patrol vehicle. He believed Deputy Willison was being 
dragged by the suspect's vehicle. Deputy Carbajal fired approximately six times 
at the driver side of the suspect's vehicle from approximately ten feet away. 


The suspect continued to drive northbound on Sydney Drive. Multiple parked 
vehicles were adjacent to the curb line on both sides of the narrow street. 

Deputy Carbajal checked on the welfare of Deputy Willison to ascertain his 
location and the extent of his injuries (Deputy Carbajal’s IAB transcripts pages 
33-39). Seconds later, East Los Angeles patrol units initiated a vehicle pursuit of 
the same vehicle for felony vandalism and possible shots fired at an inhabited 
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dwelling. Within seconds of the pursuit being broadcasted over the radio, Deputy 
Carbajal overheard Deputy Willison broadcast the suspect was wanted for 
assault with a deadly weapon on a peace officer and involved in a deputy 
involved shooting (Deputy Carbajal’s IAB transcripts page 40). Deputy 
Carbajal said he and Deputy Willison did not join into the pursuit. They waited for 
assisting deputy personnel, a field supervisor, and medical personnel from the 
Los Angeles County Fire Department. 


WITNESS DEPUTY JACOB WILLISON 


On June 15, 2020, at 0642 hours, Deputy Willison was interviewed by IAB 
investigators, Sergeants Morey and Chapman. The interview was conducted at 
the IAB office. Representing Deputy Willison during the interview was Attorney 
Susan Jerich from the law firm of Rains Lucia Stern St. Phalle & Silver, P.C. 


On September 2, 2019, Deputy Willison was the passenger as he worked a two- 
person patrol car with Deputy Carbajal, a Unit 24/E. In a span of about an hour- 
and-a-half, East Los Angeles Station patrol units received three separate 
vandalism calls. In each call, the suspect vehicle was a blue vehicle, possibly a 
Volkswagen Beetle. The vehicle drove around and smashed the windows of 
multiple vehicles parked on the street. Deputies Willison and Carbajal completed 
an unrelated call for service several blocks away when they heard information 
that the suspect vehicle was southbound on Eastern Avenue. 


Air-24 located the suspect vehicle, and advised assisting units the suspect 
vehicle was eastbound Noakes Street. When Deputy Willison heard the suspect 
vehicle was eastbound Noakes Street, they drove eastbound Triggs Street, and 
southbound Sydney Drive, believing that the suspect would continue underneath 
the Interstate 5 Freeway. The tactic would allow them to get behind the 
suspect's vehicle to conduct a traffic stop (Deputy Willison’s IAB transcripts 
Page 6). 


As they drove southbound Sydney Drive, they saw vehicle headlights turn 
northbound Sydney Drive at a high rate of speed. Deputy Carbajal stopped their 
patrol vehicle, and activated their red and blue overhead lights. The suspect 
vehicle drove approximately ten yards in front of their patrol car and stopped. 
The deputies quickly opened their doors, exited their patrol vehicle, drew their 
duty weapons, and gave the suspect's commands to stop the car (Deputy 
Willison’s IAB transcripts page 7). 


Within seconds, the suspect vehicle accelerated toward Deputy Willison, and 
collided into the passenger door of the patrol vehicle and into Deputy Willison. 
Deputy Willison described the collision and said, “I just kept feeling like more and 
more pressure and squeezing as | feel the door crunching. It's very obvious that 
the suspect was trying to get away, because he didn’t stop the car, and he 
continued driving, and as he continued driving, | was stuck in between the car for 
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approximately 3-4 seconds as it seemed like his car was having to work to push 
onto the radio car. It wasn’t a quick smack motion; it was a hit and then a 
grinding push through the gap in between me and the car that was parked on the 
west side of the street” (Deputy Willison’s IAB transcripts page 9). The 
collision pushed him into the frame of the door, which caused his gun hand and 
arm to be pinned against the patrol vehicle. Deputy Willison further explained, as 
the door released itself from the frame of the suspects’ vehicle, he stumbled 
forward and tried to gain my balance as he fell toward the curb and car next to 
him. As he fell to the ground, he looked up to see where the suspect's vehicle 
and my partner were located (Deputy Willison’s IAB transcripts page 9). 


As Deputy Willison stumbled, and tried to gain his balance, he saw Deputy 
Carbajal behind our radio car east of the suspect vehicle, and he was shooting. 
Deputy Willison heard six gunshots, then, he saw the suspect vehicle speed 
away. As the suspect vehicle sped off, Deputy Willison ran towards his partner 
Deputy Carbajal whom frantically stated, “When the car hit the door, all | heard 
was you scream. | thought you were being dragged underneath the car’ (Deputy 
Willison’s IAB transcripts pages 10-11). 


Deputy Willison explained as he and Deputy Carbajal gained their composure, 
they heard radio traffic. They heard an East Los Angeles patrol unit broadcast 
they were in a vehicle pursuit. As Deputy Willison heard the radio broadcast, he 
updated the patrol units over the radio that he and his partner had been 
assaulted, and a deputy involved shooting occurred (Deputy Willison’s IAB 
transcripts page 11). 


Deputies Willison and Carbajal did not join into the pursuit, but waited for 
additional deputy personnel, a field supervisor, and medical personnel from the 
Los Angeles County Fire Department. Deputy Willison was medically treated in 
the field and was later transported to the hospital for further treatment. 


WITNESS DEPUTY BRYAN MARR (AERO BUREAU PILOT) 


On June 03, 2020, at 1506 hours, Deputy Marr was interviewed by IAB 
investigators, Sergeants Morey and Chapman. The interview was conducted at 
the Bracket Field Airport, Aero Bureau Substation. 


On September 2, 2019, Deputy Marr worked as an Aero Bureau Pilot in a two- 
person aero unit, Air-24. During the shift, he and his partner, Aero Bureau 
Observer Deputy Miller, responded t th Street in the unincorporated area 
of Los Angeles, at the request of East Los Angeles Station personnel. The 
request was to assist East Los Angeles Station patrol units in locating a vehicle 
that had vandalized vehicles. The suspect vehicle was described as a blue 
Volkswagen Beetle. As they flew in the general area, Deputy Miller observed a 
vehicle that matched the description of the suspect's vehicle (Deputy Marr 
transcripts page 3). 
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Deputy Miller directed patrol units toward the vehicle. Moments later, East Los 
Angeles Station deputies attempted to conduct a felony traffic stop of the suspect 
vehicle; however, the suspect vehicle did not stop and a vehicle pursuit was 
initiated for possible shots fired at inhabited dwelling and vandalism (Deputy 
Marr transcripts page 4). Deputy Marr stated he did not see the deputy 
involved shooting. 


As Deputy Miller assumed the responsibility to broadcast the pursuit, Deputy 
Marr continued to fly over the vehicle pursuit as it traversed several freeways. 
Approximately 30-40 seconds after the vehicle pursuit was initiated, Deputy 
Willison updated the East Los Angeles Station patrol units the vehicle being 
pursued was involved in a deputy involved shooting. The pursuit ended on the 
Interstate 710 Freeway, just south of Firestone Boulevard, when the suspect’s 
vehicle collided into the center divider (Deputy Miller transcripts page 6). They 
orbited over the area until the patrol units deemed the incident to be Code 4. 


IAB Note: Code 4 is the radio code assigned by the Los Angeles 
County Sheriff's Department, which notates no further 
assistance needed. 


WITNESS DEPUTY STEVEN MILLER (AERO BUREAU OBSERVER) 


On June 03, 2020, at 1526 hours, Deputy Miller was interviewed by IAB 
investigators, Sergeants Morey and Chapman. The interview was conducted at 
the Bracket Field Airport, Aero Bureau Substation. 


On September 2, 2019, Deputy Miller worked as an Aero Bureau Observer in a 
two-person aero unit, Air-24. During the shift, he and his partner, Aero Bureau 
Pilot Deputy Marr, responded to the area of Union Pacific and Eastern Avenue, in 
regards to a call for service in which a suspect vehicle was involved. The 
suspect vehicle was described as a blue Volkswagen Beetle. 


As Deputy Marr began to orbit in the general area, Deputy Miller observed what 
appeared to be the suspect vehicle near Triggs Street and McDonnell Avenue. 
Deputy Miller believed at that point, he directed patrol units to the area over the 
radio. Deputy Miller had a very limited recollection of this incident in general, and 
never stated he saw any details related to, or involving, a deputy involved 
shooting. 


Within seconds, a patrol unit advised he was in pursuit of the vehicle. After the 
initial onset of the pursuit, Deputy Miller advised the patrol unit he would 
broadcast the vehicle pursuit (Deputy Miller’s transcripts page 5). Deputy 
Miller broadcasted the vehicle pursuit through several Los Angeles County 
freeways. The pursuit ended on the Interstate 710 Freeway, in Compton, as the 
vehicle became disabled after a traffic collision into the center divider. 
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WITNESS DEPUTY RIGOBERTO MARTINEZ 


On June 18, 2020, at 0918 hours, Deputy Martinez was interviewed by IAB 
investigators, Sergeants Morey and Rose. The interview was conducted at the 
IAB office. Representing Deputy Martinez during the interview was Attorney 
Elizabeth Gibbons, from the Gibbons Firm, P.C. 


On September 2, 2019, Deputy Martinez drove as he worked a two-person patrol 
car with Deputy Lezama, Unit 25/E. He and Deputy Lezama were dispatched to 

assist on a priority call for service on a vandalism call. The suspect vehicle was 

described as a blue Volkswagen Beetle. 


As Deputy Martinez drove southbound Eastern Avenue toward Triggs Street, in 
the city of Commerce, Air-24 informed them a blue Volkswagen Beetle, possibly 
the suspect vehicle, was driving in their direction. Air-24 updated the patrol units 
the suspect's vehicle was on Noakes Street, toward Sydney Drive (Deputy 
Martinez’ transcripts page 4). He and Deputy Lezama were near the area, so 
they stopped their patrol vehicle at Triggs Street, just west of Sydney Drive. 
They parked their patrol vehicle, as they devised a tactical plan to detain and 
apprehend the suspects, as it drove in their direction. 


As Deputy Martinez parked the patrol vehicle, he heard what appeared to be 
seven gunshots from the direction the suspect's vehicle. Simultaneously, he 
drove to the intersection of Triggs Street and Sidney Drive and saw a blue 
Volkswagen Beetle as it drove erratically northbound Sydney Drive, toward them. 


Based on the gunshots he heard and the suspect vehicle that fled at a high rate 
of speed, Deputy Lezama immediately activated the duplex patch and advised 
they were in pursuit of a felony vandalism and an illegal shooting at an inhabited 
dwelling vehicle (Deputy Martinez’ transcripts page 5). As they pursued the 
vehicle, Air-24 broadcasted they would assume the responsibility and broadcast 
the pursuit. Deputies Martinez and Lezama continued as the first unit in the 
pursuit, with several other units, including a field supervisor. The pursuit 
traversed from Interstate 5 South Freeway, Interstate 605 South Freeway, 
Interstate 105 West Freeway, and then north on the Interstate 710 Freeway. The 
suspect vehicle collided with the center median northbound near Firestone 
Boulevard, and the pursuit stopped (Deputy Martinez’ transcripts page 6). A 
tactical plan was made to extract the suspects. The suspects were taken into 
custody without further incident. 


WITNESS DEPUTY LUIS LEZAMA 


On June 18, 2020, at 1346 hours, Deputy Lezama was interviewed by IAB 
investigators, Sergeants Morey and Ruiz. The interview was conducted at the 
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IAB office. Representing Deputy Lezama during the interview was Attorney 
Adam Marangell, from the Law Office of Adam L. Marangell, A.P.C. 

On September 2, 2019, Deputy Lezama was the passenger working a two- 
person patrol car with Deputy Martinez, Unit 25/E. He and Deputy Martinez were 
dispatched to assist on a priority call for service on a vandalism call. The call for 
service was located at 5" Street. The suspect vehicle was described as a 
blue Volkswagen Beetle (Deputy Lezama’s transcripts pages 3-4). 


As they responded to the call, Air-24, advised over the radio, they located a 
possible suspect vehicle near Noakes Street and Sidney Drive. Deputy Martinez 
began to drive toward the area. When they arrived near the intersection of 
Triggs Street and Sydney Avenue, he heard what he believed to be six to eight 
gunshots coming from south of their location (Deputy Lezama’s transcripts 
page 4). Shortly after he heard the gunshots, Deputy Lezama saw a blue vehicle 
drive erratically northbound Sydney Drive. 


The suspect vehicle drove directly in front of their patrol vehicle, failed to stop at 
a posted stop sign, and drove straight through intersection, which compromised 
the safety of others. Deputy Lezama requested the duplex patch and advised he 
and Deputy Martinez were in vehicle pursuit. Deputy Lezama also requested 
other patrol units to check the area where the gunshots were heard, to ascertain 
if anyone was hit by gunfire. Seconds after the pursuit was initiated, several East 
Los Angeles Station patrol units joined the vehicle pursuit with a field supervisor. 
Simultaneously, Deputy Willison advised over the radio, he and Deputy Carbajal 
had been assaulted by the suspect, which resulted in a deputy involved shooting. 


During the pursuit, the suspects threw items out of the vehicle, which they 
believed to be firearms. Deputy Lezama requested patrol units to conduct an 
article search of the area, as they continued the vehicle pursuit (Deputy 
Lezama’s transcripts page 6). The vehicle pursuit traveled a short distance 
through the residential area, then onto the Interstate 5 South Freeway, Interstate 
605 South Freeway, Interstate 105 West Freeway, and then north on the 
Interstate 710 Freeway. The suspect vehicle collided into the center median 
near the Firestone Boulevard exit. The pursuit was stopped due to the suspect 
vehicle crashing into the center divider of the freeway (Deputy Lezama’s 
transcripts page 7). The suspects were extracted from their vehicle, and were 
taken into custody without further incident. 


WITNESS DEPUTY RAYMOND MENDOZA 
On June 18, 2020, at 1026 hours, Deputy Mendoza was interviewed by IAB 
investigators, Sergeants Morey and Rose. The interview was conducted at the 


IAB office. Representing Deputy Mendoza during the interview was Attorney 
Elizabeth Gibbons, from the Gibbons Firm, P.C. 
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On September 2, 2019, Deputy Mendoza was the driver working a two-person 
car with Deputy Magdaleno, Unit 21/E. He and Deputy Magdaleno were 
dispatched to handle a priority vandalism call for service. The call for service 
was located aiff5" Street. It was the second or third vandalism call for 
service that depicted the same suspect vehicle description. Deputy Mendoza 
stated he knew about the prior calls was because he handled a vandalism call an 
hour prior with the same suspect vehicle description, a blue Volkswagen Beetle 
(Deputy Mendoza’s page 3). 


As they drove toward the call, Air-24 advised over the radio they located the 
suspect vehicle southbound on Eastern Avenue. In an effort to catch the suspect 
vehicle, he parked their patrol vehicle at the intersection of Triggs Street and 
Eastern Avenue (Deputy Mendoza’s transcripts page 4). As they were parked, 
Air-24 updated the vehicle was northbound Sydney Drive and approached Triggs 
Street. The suspect drove through a posted stop sign on Sydney Drive and on 
Triggs Street. As he witnessed the violations, he observed another patrol vehicle 
behind the suspect vehicle. A vehicle pursuit was initiated by the passing unit, 
and they joined the pursuit as the secondary unit (Deputy Mendoza’s 
transcripts page 5). 


They were the secondary unit for the duration of the pursuit, which traveled a 
short distance through the residential area, then onto several freeways. The 
suspect vehicle collided into the center median near Imperial Highway, 
subsequently ending the pursuit. Both suspects were extracted from the vehicle 
and taken into custody without further incident (Deputy Mendoza’s transcripts 
page 7). 


WITNESS DEPUTY DAVID MAGDALENO 


On June 15, 2020, at 0809 hours, Deputy Magdaleno was interviewed by IAB 
investigators, Sergeants Morey and Chapman. The interview was conducted at 
the IAB office. 


On September 2, 2019, Deputy Magdaleno was the passenger as he worked a 
two-person patrol car with Deputy Mendoza, Unit 21/E. He and Deputy Mendoza 
were dispatched to handle a priority vandalism call for service. The call for 
service was located a h Street. The call stated that there were two male 
Hispanics in a blue Volkswagen “bug”, newer model, were seen breaking 
windows on vehicles. He and Deputy Mendoza took a vandalism report an hour 
prior to this call for service, which described the suspect vehicle as a newer 
model Volkswagen Beetle, blue in color (Deputy Magdaleno’s transcripts page 
3). 


As they responded to the call, Air-24 located the suspect vehicle in the 


Commerce area and guided patrol units to the vehicle. As he and his partner 
approached the area specified by Air-24, they saw the suspect vehicle 
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northbound Sydney Drive as it approached Triggs Street. The suspect vehicle, 
drove through a posted stop sign, and made a right turn on Triggs Street. A 
patrol unit drove behind the suspect vehicle and attempted to conduct a traffic 
stop. The suspect vehicle did not yield and a vehicle pursuit ensued. They 
followed as the secondary unit in the pursuit (Deputy Magdaleno’s transcripts 


page 6). 


During the pursuit, the suspect drove erratically. The suspect drove on three 
different freeways, eventually colliding with the center divider on the Interstate 
710 Freeway. East Los Angeles Station patrol units detained the suspect vehicle 
at gunpoint, and extracted the suspects without further incident (Deputy 
Magdaleno’s transcripts page 8). 


WITNESS DEPUTY WOODROW KIM JR. 


On June 17, 2020, at 1526 hours, Deputy Kim was interviewed by IAB 
investigators, Sergeants Morey and Rose. The interview was conducted at the 
IAB office. Representing Deputy Kim during the interview was Attorney Elizabeth 
Gibbons, from the Gibbons Firm, P.C. 


On September 2, 2019, Deputy Kim worked a one-man patrol unit, Unit 27/H. As 
he drove toward a priority vandalism call for service to provide assistance, he 
heard, over the radio, a vehicle that matched the description in the call was 
located (Deputy Kim’s transcripts page 3). 


While Deputy Kim drove west Triggs Street toward Duncan Avenue, he saw the 
suspect's vehicle being followed by two patrol vehicles. As he drove past the 
suspect's vehicle, and other patrol units, he heard overt the radio Unit 24/E 
initiated a vehicle pursuit. Based on the radio traffic, he immediately made a U- 
turn and joined the pursuit as the third vehicle (Deputy Kim’s transcripts page 
4). 


Deputy Kim followed behind the two patrol vehicles until the suspect vehicle 
drove across several lanes of traffic and crashed into the center median on the 
Interstate 710 Freeway. The pursuing patrol units conducted a felony traffic stop 
of the vehicle (Deputy Kim’s transcripts page 6). It was not a normal felony 
traffic stop because the suspect driver did not appear he listened to commands 
to exit the vehicle. It appeared the driver was unable to exit the vehicle due to 
the traffic collision. The deputies used a ballistic shield and multiple less lethal 
weapons as they approached the suspect's vehicle to extract them from the 
vehicle (Deputy Kim’s transcripts page 7). 


IAB Note: A ballistic shield is lightweight protection device 
deployed by law enforcement personnel for protection 
in tactical incidents. 
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IAB Note: Less-lethal weapons are pain-inducing weapons used to 
gain compliance during tactical incidents, which are 
less likely to be deadly. 


WITNESS DEPUTY ANDREW MAGALLANES JR. 


On June 15, 2020, at 1112 hours, Deputy Magallanes was interviewed by IAB 
investigators, Sergeants Morey and Rose. The interview was conducted at the 
IAB office. Representing Deputy Magallanes during the interview was Attorney 
Elizabeth Gibbons, from the Gibbons Firm, P.C. 


On September 2, 2019, Deputy Magallanes worked a one-man unit, Unit 27/T. 
While Deputy Magallanes patrolled the city of Commerce, he heard an 
assistance request from another East Los Angeles Station patrol unit. The other 
unit advised they located the suspect's vehicle related to the vandalisms reported 
throughout the night. As he drove toward their assistance request, he traveled 
through the area where Telegraph Road, Atlantic Boulevard, and Eastern 
Avenue intersected. As he drove on Eastern Avenue, several East Los Angeles 
Station patrol units advised they were in pursuit. When he approached Triggs 
Street, he saw three patrol units in pursuit of the suspect’s vehicle that was 
headed in his direction. He quickly moved out of the path of the vehicles and 
joined the pursuit as the fourth vehicle (Deputy Magallanes’ transcripts pages 
5-6). 


The vehicle pursuit traversed multiple freeways in the area, but ended as the 
suspect vehicle lost contro! on the north Interstate 710 Freeway and crashed 
near the Firestone Boulevard exit. The suspects were extracted from the vehicle 
at gunpoint without further incident. Deputy Magallanes was directed by the on- 
scene supervisor to stay with the suspect's vehicle pending the arrival of 
Scientific Services Bureau personnel to process the crime scene, and the 
California Highway Patrol to investigate the traffic collision. 


WITNESS SERGEANT ROBERT LAVOIE JR. 


On June 18, 2020, at 1434 hours, Sergeant Lavoie was interviewed by IAB 
investigators, Sergeants Morey and Ruiz. The interview was conducted at the 
IAB office. Representing Sergeant Lavoie, via teleconference, during the 
interview was Venise Wallace, a PPOA labor representative. 


On September 2, 2019, Sergeant Lavoie worked as the field sergeant, Unit 
20S/E. While working as the field supervisor, he responded to a vehicle pursuit 
regarding a felony vandalism suspect. As he responded to the vehicle pursuit, it 
was updated the vehicle being pursued was also wanted for assault with a 
deadly weapon on a peace officer, which resulted in a deputy involved shooting 
(Sergeant Lavoie’s transcripts page 3). 
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Sergeant Lavoie monitored the vehicle pursuit over the radio. He joined the 
pursuit at the Interstate 605 Freeway and Interstate 105 Freeway interchange. 
The vehicle pursuit continued west on the Interstate 105 Freeway, and traveled 
onto the north Interstate 710 Freeway. While on the Interstate 710 Freeway, the 
suspect's vehicle was involved in a single-vehicle collision, and the pursuit 
stopped. At the terminus of the pursuit, Sergeant Lavoie monitored post-pursuit 
discipline, along with ensuring Department policies and procedures were 
followed. The suspects were extracted without incident (Sergeant Lavoie’s 
transcripts pages 7-8). 


CIVILIAN WITNESS STATEMENTS 


The following civilian witnesses were interviewed by East Los Angeles Station 
Deputies Ramirez and Alatorre 


The civilian witnesses heard the gunshots but did 
not witness the deputy involved shooting. 


SUSPECT STATEMENTS 
East Los Angeles Station Interview 


On September 2, 2019, East Los Angeles Station, Detectives Morrell, and 
Castellanos contacted Suspects Gustavo Uribe and Jason Uribe for interviews. 


Suspect Gustavo Uribe told detectives as he drove up a street in the city of 
Commerce, a patrol vehicle stopped in front of his vehicle. He told the detectives 
he wanted get home, so he decided to drive past the patrol vehicle, and hit the 
patrol’s vehicle open passenger door. The suspect explained the deputies, “lit us 
up with the lights, gunshots whatever” [EXHIBIT A, page 4]. The suspect said 
as he passed the patrol vehicle, he made a quick right turn, drove onto the 5 
freeway, and accelerated to 80-90mph in an attempt to get away from the 
deputies. Suspect Uribe told detectives he drove recklessly on several freeways, 
and eventually crashed into the center divider on the Interstate 710 freeway 
[EXHIBIT A page 5]. 


Suspect Jason Uribe refused to make any statements to the detectives regarding 
the incident. 


Internal Affairs Bureau Interview 


On September 2, 2019, IAB investigators, Sergeants and Oakley, 
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ee W 
contacted Suspects Gustavo Uribe and Jason Uribe for interviews, but both 
suspects refused to interview. 
On July 1, 2020, IAB investigators sent certified letters to both suspects, to 


request interviews regarding the shooting and pursuit review; however; neither 
suspect has responded [Refer to Miscellaneous Documents]. 
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
